AN  ORDINANCE  TO  REGULATE  THE  INSTALLATION  AND  OPERATION 

OF  ALARM  SYSTEMS  TO  SOLICIT  A  POLICE  RESPONSE 

1.    Definitions 

A.  An  Alarm  System  is  any  assembly  of  equipment  and/or  devices,  or  a  single  device,  arranged  to 

signal,  by  any  means  detectable  outside  the  protected  premises,  an  actual  or  attempted 
robbery  or  actual  or  attempted  burglary  or  unauthorized  entry.  Fire  alarms  and  alarms  to 
monitor  temperature,  humidity,  or  other  condition  not  directly  related  to  the  detection  of 
an  unauthorized  entry  into  the  protected  premises  or  an  actual  or  attempted  robbery  at  the 
protected  premises,  and  alarm  systems  on  motor  vehicles,  are  specifically  excluded  from 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  The  Protected  Premises  are  those  premises  in/on  which  the  alarm  system  is  installed  and  which 

the  alarm  system  is  designed  to  protect. 

C.  A  Direct  Dial  Alarm  is  any  alarm  system  which  automatically  dials  or  otherwise  connects  to  any 

telephone  line. 

D.  An  Audible  Alarm  System  is  any  alarm  system  which  incorporates  an  audible  signal  device  that 

is  audible  outside  the  protected  premises. 


E.  An  alarm  system  is  in  Operation  when  it  is  connected  in  any  manner  allowing  its  signal  device  to 

be  activated. 

F.  An  Alarm  User  is  any  natural  person,  partnership,  corporation,  or  other  legal  entity  which 

maintains  or  operates  an  alarm  system  on  premises  he/it  controls. 

G.  A  False  Alarm  is  any  activation  of  the  alarm  system  signal  device  by  other  than  an  actual  or 

attempted  unauthorized  entry  to  the  protected  premises  at  a  time  when  no  unauthorized 
entry  or  robbery  is  being  committed  or  attempted  at  the  protected  premises.  Upon  the 
failure  of  the  police  department  to  find  evidence  of  actual  or  attempted  unauthorized 
intrusion  or  other  legitimate  need  or  cause  for  activation,  a  conclusive  presumption  of  a 
false  alarm  will  be  made. 

2.  Direct  Dial  Alarms  Prohibited 

No  direct  dial  alarm  shall  be  installed  to  the  Atkinson  Police  Emergency  Line. 

3.  Permit  Required 

No  alarm  system  shall  be  installed  or  operated  without  a  valid  permit  to  do  so  issued  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  on  forms  provided  by  him. 

4.  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  AUDIBLE  ALARMS 

1.  No  audible  alarm  system  shall  be  installed  or  operated  that  is  not  so  arranged  as  to  automatically 
reset  or  deactivate  the  audible  signal  device  within  14  minutes  after  activation  of  the  alarm  system. 

2.  No  alarm  user  shall  operate  or  allow  the  operation  of  an  audible  alarm  system  unless  he  has  filed 
with  the  police  department  the  name(s)  and  current  telephone  number(s)  of  at  least  one  person  other 
than  the  alarm  user  who  is  authorized  and  has  access  to  enter  the  premises  and  turn  off  or  otherwise 
disconnect  the  audible  signal  device. 

3.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  a  second  false  alarm  within  any  24  hour  period,  or  of  a  third  false  alarm 
within  any  seven  day  period,  the  police  department  may  order  that  the  audible  signal  device  be 
turned  off,  disconnected,  or  otherwise  prevented  from  reactivating.  Said  order  shall  be  directed  to 
the  alarm  user  or  person  named  by  him  pursuant  to  paragraph  IV-B  above.  If  the  alarm  system 

audible  device  is  not  turned  off, disconnected,  or  otherwise  prevented  from  reactivating  within  one 
hour  of  an  order  by  the  police  department  to  do  so,  the  alarm  user  shall  be  guilty  of  a  Violation  as 
defined  by  the  New  Hampshire  Criminal  Code. 

4.  An  audible  signal  device  ordered  by  the  police  department  to  be  disconnected  may  be  returned 
to  operation  only  with  the  permission  of  the  Chief  of  Police  after  receipt  by  him  of  a  written  report 
from  the  alarm  user  stating  the  corrective  action  taken  to  present  a  recurrence  of  a  false  alarm. 

5.  Penalties  for  False  Alarms 

1 .  Upon  the  occurrence  of  a  first  or  second  false  alarm  within  any  six  month  period  no  fee  shall  be 
charged,  but  the  police  department  shall  provide  written  notice  to  the  alarm  user  of  the  occurrence  of 
the  false  alarm  and  requesting  that  the  alarm  user  take  corrective  action. 

2.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  any  false  alarm  which  is  the  third  or  g  reater  false  alarm  within  any  six 
month  period  a  service  charge  of  $25.50  shall  be  assessed  by  the  police  department  against  the  alarm 
user.  Said  service  charge  shall  be  paid  within  30  days  of  the  date  of  assessment. 

3.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  any  false  alarm  which  is  the  sixth  or  greater  false  alarm  within  any  12 
month  period,  the  Chief  of  Police  may  suspend  the  permit  for  operation  of  the  offending  alarm 
system.  Said  permit  shall  be  reinstated  by  the  Chief  of  Po  lice  only  after  receipt  by  him  of  a  written 
report  signed  by  a  qualified  alarm  system  technician  stating  the  corrective  action  that  has  been  taken 
and  stating  that  in  the  technician's  opinion  the  alarm  system  isproperly  installed  and  can  be 
expected  to  function  properly. 

Grace  Period  Allowed 

A  grace  period  ending  three  months  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  is  allowed  for  alarm 
systems  installed  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  to  meet  the  requirements  herein.  Said 
grace  period  does  not  apply  to  the  provisions  of  Section  V  above. 
7.  Liability  Limited 

The  Atkinson  Police  Department  shall  take  every  reasonable  precaution  to  assure  that  alarm 
signals  communicated  to  the  police  department  originating  from  alarm  systems  operated  under  a 
valid  permit  to  do  so  are  given  appropriate  attention  and  are  acted  upon  with  dispatch.  The  Police 
Department  nor  the  Town  of  Atkinson  shall  be  liable  for  any  defects  in  operation  of  any  alarm  system 
or  for  failuire  to  respond  appropriately  upon  receipt  of  any  alarm  signal. 


8.  Records  Not  To  Be  Public 

Records  maintained  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  public  records. 
ARTICLE  33.     BY  PETITION    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote:  "That  Pope  Road  be  paved." 
ARTICLE  34.     BY  PETITION:      Shall  the  citizens  of  Atkinson  ask  members  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Congressional  delegation  to  support  or  co-sponsor  a  resolution  in  the  U.S. 
Congress  to: 

Request  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  propose  to  the  Soviet  Union  that  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  adopt  a  mutual  freeze  on  the  testing,  production,  and 
development  of  nuclear  weapons  and  of  missiles  and  new  air  craft  designed  primarily  to 
deliver  nuclear  weapons,  with  verification  of  safeguards  satisfactory  to  both  countries. 
ARTICLE  35.  BY  PETITION:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of 
immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid  rain  which  is 
harmful  to  the  environment  and  economy  of  Atkinson,  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  Atkinson.  These  actions  shall  include: 

1 .  Reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain  —  sulfur  dioxide  emissions  —  by 
the  year  1990. 

2.  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the  government  of  Canada  that  will 
commit  both  nations  to  this  same  goal. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Congressional  Delegation  and  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
ARTICLE  36.    To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
negotiado  all  other  things  necessary  to  obtain  such  Federal,  State,  Foundation,  and/or 
Private  Grants  or  Funds  as  may  be  available,  and  to  expend  the  same. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  transfer  tax  liens  and 
convey  tax  title  property  by  deed  as  they  deem  appropriate,  pursuant  to  RSA  80:42. 
ARTICLE  38.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen  pursuant  to  RSA  33:7  and  33:7a  or  otherwise,  to  hire  such  sums 
of  money  as  the  Town  will  need  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  39.    To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  and  Committees  and  act  upon  same 
and  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting.

Members  of  the  Board: 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and  account  groups  of  the 
Town  of  Atkinson  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 1981  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated 
February  17,  1982.  As  a  part  of  our  examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as 
required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such 
evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  thereon  in  determinig  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of 
other  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial 
statements.  Such  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the  following  conditions  that  we  believe  to  be 
material  weaknesses. 

Property  Record  Cards 

Property  assessment  cards  were  reviewed  by  Town  personnel  as  a  result  of  our  previous  years' 
recommendation  to  identify  variances  between  the  cards  and  the  property  tax  warrant.  Our 
examination  for  the  current  year  revealed  additional  variances  against  the  current  property  tax 
warrant.  We  recommend  that  procedures  be  established  to  correct  this  situation  to  establish 
control  over  property  records. 

Other 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable  but  not  absolute, 
assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  useordisposition,  and 
the  reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining 
accountability  for  assets.  The  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the  cost  of  a 
system  of  internal  accounting  control  should  not  exceed  the  benefits  derived  and  also  recognizes 
that  the  evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily  requires  estimates  and  judgment  by  management. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  considering  the  potential 
effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In  the  performance  of  most  control 
procedures,  errors  can  result  from  misunderstanding  of  instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment, 
carelessness  or  other  personal  factors.  Control  procedures  whose  effectiveness  depends  upon 
segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collusion.  Similarly,  control  procedures  can  be 
circumvented  intentionally  by  management  with  respect  either  to  the  execution  and  recording  of 
transactions  or  with  respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgments  required  in  the  preparation  of 
financial  statements.  Further,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  internal  accounting  control  to  future 
periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  the  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in 
condition  and  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1981,  which  was  set  forth  in  the  first  paragraph,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
weaknesses  in  the  system. 

Several  other  areas  while  not  material  weaknesses  in  internal  accounting  control,  merit  your 
attention. 

Inventory  of  Fixed  Assets 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  New  Hampshire  municipalities,  the  Town  has  not  maintained  a 
record  of  its  fixed  assets.  In  order  to  adequately  maintain  control  of  its  existing  fixed  assets,  we 
recommend  the  Town  conduct  an  inventory  of  these  assets  as  soon  as  is  practical.  As  part  of  their 
long-term  policies,  Town  officials  should  initiate  fixed  asset  records.  Cost  or  consideration  given 
is  the  generally  accepted  method  for  valuing  fixed  assets,  and  should  be  recorded  on  all  new 
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acquisitions.  Where  adequate  documentation  of  cost  is  unavailable  for  existing  fixed  assets,  an 
estinnate  of  original  cost  is  an  acceptable  standard  under  accounting  principles  for  governmental 
entities.  Adequate  guidelines  for  distinguishing  bet»/een  capital  additions  and  "expense"  type 
items  should  be  established.  The  existence  of  fixed  asset  records  will  not  only  aid  Town  officials  in 
their  control  of  these  assets,  but  should  be  an  invaluable  tool  in  long-range  planning. 

Property  Record  Assessment  Cards 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  implement  a  system  for  color  coding  assessment  cards.  Current 
use,  residential,  and  commercial  cards  would  each  have  a  color  coded  tag  for  easy  identification. 

Current  Use  Valuation 

The  properties  under  current  use  valuation  should  be  updated  and  be  adjusted  per  the  current 
equalization  ratio.  We  recommend  that  all  current  use  property  assessments  be  reviewed  and  any 
updating  necessary  completed. 

Cemetery  Funds 

Our  examination  disclosed  that  funds  were  not  withdrawn  from  perpetual  care  cemetery  trust 
funds  during  1980  and  1981,  for  maintenance  of  these  lots.  We  urge  the  Town  officials  to  take 
appropriate  steps  to  remedy  this  situation. 

Prior  Year  Recommendations 

We  noted  that  the  Town  implemented  our  prior  years'  recommendations,  in  the  areas  of  the 
establishment  of  personnel  records,  revenue  sharing  fund  accounting  and  an  accounting 
procedures  manual. 

Publication  Requirement 

The  provisions  of  R.S.A.  71-A:21  require  that  only  this  letter  be  published  in  the  next  annual 
report  of  the  Town. 

We  recommend  that  you  also  publish  the  accompanying  financial  statements,  footnote 
disclosures  and  auditor's  opinion  in  their  entirety  in  your  next  report.  If  you  decide  to  publish  the 
accompanying  financial  statements,  you  must  include  both  footnote  disclosures  and  our  auditor's 
opinion  as  part  of  the  Town  report.  In  addition,  the  auditor's  report  may  not  be  published  without 
the  accompanying  financial  statements  and  footnotes. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  Town  of  Atkinson  for  their  assistance 
during  the  course  of  our  audit.

Annual  Report 

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

While  Selectmen's  meetings  have  been  relatively  quiet  this  year,  much  has  been  accomplished 
behind  the  scenes. 

Atkinson's  long-awaited  street  numbering  system  has  been  successfully  completed  this  year.  This 
w^ill  facilitate  mail  delivery  and,  much  more  importantly,  the  response  time  for  ambulance,  police,  and 
fire  emergencies.  We  wish  to  thank  all  of  those  Atkinson  residents  who  have  cooperated  by  affixing 
their  correct  numbers  to  their  houses  or  mailboxes. 

Atkinson's  property  revaluation  by  the  State  is  now  complete.  Periodic  revaluation  is  necessary  to 
be  in  compliance  with  state  requirements.  About  one  third  of  the  town  properties  went  up  in  value,; 
one  third  went  down,  and  one  third  stayed  the  same.  Only  about  10  percent  of  Atkinson  s  property 
owners  questioned  their  assessments  to  the  State  assessors. 

The  court-challenge  to  Atkinson's  Master  Plan  should  go  to  trial  later  this  year.  Be  assured  that  we, 
as  Selectmen,  are  committed  to  a  vigorous  court  defense  of  your  voted  wishes  concerning  our 
Master  Plan. 

Contract-wise,  we  are  in  good  shape.  We  have  renewed  our  ambulance  and  landfill  contracts  for 
the  next  two  years,  and  have  three  years  to  go  on  the  existing  dump  contract.  We  have  also  moved  to 
comply  with  State  law  concerning  septic  waste  disposal. 

The  Atkinson  Town  Hall  (Grange  Hall)  underwent  a  major  spruce-up  this  year  when  over  100 
caring  residents,  under  the  supervision  of  a  very  dedicated  Linda  Coyle,  scrubbed,  scraped  and 
painted.    Special    people    like    those    volunteers    are    what    make    Atkinson    the    town    it    is. 

Because  many  Atkinson  taxpayers  work  for  companies  having  wage  freezes,  we  are  also  holding 
the  line  on  wages  this  year  for  all  town  employees.  Wage  increases  were  given  in  1982  and  are 
planned   for    1984.    We   ask   that   you,    as   taxpayers,    also    hold    the    line    at   Town   Meeting. 

We  have  submitted  a  warrant  article  calling  for  Atkinson's  withdrawal  from  the  Rockingham 
Planning  Commission.  There  has  been  a  continued  lack  of  service  from  that  organization  over  the 
past  few  years. 

Because  of  an  expanded  amount  of  responsibility  involved  in  the  job,  we  are  asking  your 
permission  at  Town  Meeting  to  upgrade  the  current  position  of  Selectmen's  Clerk  to  Administrative 
Assistant. 

At  this  time,  we'd  like  to  give  a  special  "thank  you"  to  all  the  Atkinson  residents  who  have  served  on 
town  boards,  special  projects  or  study  groups,  and  with  the  Fire  Department.  In  a  "volunteer  town" 
like  Atkinson,  unselfish  contributions  of  time  and  energy  by  caring  residents  are  what  make  our  town 
work. 

We  urge  you  all  to  get  more  actively  involved  in  town  affairs  —  attend  public  hearings,  serve  on 
town  boards,  vote  on  Election  Day  and  attend  Town  Meeting.

THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Town  of  Atkinson  continues  to  experience  an  improving  record  of  fire  losses  compared  to 
many  neighboring  communities.  Only  one  fire  of  significant  loss  was  recorded  during  1982.  This  fire 
was  a  result  of  a  defective  television  and  the  fire  was  contained  by  the  department  in  one  room  of  the 
dwelling.  The  department  in  recent  years  has  chosen  to  follow  a  course  of  strong  emphasis  on  fire 
safety  and  the  enforcement  of  fire  c  odes.  Our  continuing  record  of  low  fire  occurances  shows  that 
this  emphasis  is  as  important  to  a  Fire  Department  function  as  the  actual  suppression  of  fires. 

Our  fire  fighting  abilities  were  significantly  improved  during  1982  with  the  receipt  of  our  new 
Engine  3  Pumper/Tanker.  This  needed  addition  to  the  department  has  dramatically  improved  the 
departments  capabilities  and  eliminated  our  dependency  upon  one  primery  piece  of  fire  apparatus. 
Our  twice  monthly  training  meetings  for  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  has  continued  and  we  have  begun 
to  develop  our  own  visual  aids  for  fire  training.  We  also  continue  to  send  firefighters  to  weekend  state 
sponsored  training  sessions.  More  than  2,400  hours  were  volunteered  by  the  members  during  1 982 
for  medical  and  fire  training  alone.  A  total  of  more  than  6,600  hours  were  donated  this  year  in  training, 
maintenance,  fire  and  rescue  responses  at  no  cost  to  the  community  for  this  time. 

A  major  improvement  in  our  response  procedures  occured  this  year  with  the  acquisition  of  a  new 
radio  paging  system  as  voted  for  this  last  March.  The  new  pocket  pagers  in  conjunction  with  our 
efficient  Regional  Dispatch  Service  provides  a  very  cost  effective  operating  system  for  alerting  a 
volunteer  department. 

Preliminary  discussions  have  been  held  with  neighboring  Fire  Departments  to  enter  into  formal 
mutual  aid  agreements.  There  is  a  strong  possibility  that  we  may  be  able  to  improve  our  fire 
protection  to  some  of  our  more  remote  sections  of  town  and  potentially  impact  upon  some  fire 
insurance  rates  by  entering  into  formal  agreements.  An  article  in  the  1983  warrant  will  give  the  Fire 
Chief  the  capability  to  pursue  these  options. 

We  are  continuing  our  program  of  modernizing  our  fire  equipment  as  budget  considerations  will 
allow.  A  major  emphasis  has  been  upon  providing  improved  protective  clothing  and  equipment  for 
the  firefighters.  An  article  submitted  for  1983  consideration  will  continue  this  program  with  the 
procurement  of  more  effective  self-contained  breathing  apparatus  for  firefighters  to  wear  in  hostile 
environments. 

A  new  water  hole  near  the  Plaistowend  of  East  Road  was  put  in  service  this  year  with  the  generous 
help  of  Mr.  Philip  Busby.  Plans  are  underway  to  propose  to  the  town  meeting  a  long  range  plan  to 
develop  several  more  new  water  holes  in  various  locations. 

Following  this  report  is  a  compilation  of  the  Fire  Service  calls  made  by  the  Department  in  1982. 
These  activities  continue  to  create  a  need  for  new  members  and  we  encourage  your  participation  and 
support.

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Annual  Report  of 
ATKINSON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


In  1 982  we  had  a  6%  decrease  in  house  breaks.  Out  of  this  total  only  twenty  homes  were  entered 
and  one  subject  was  apprehended,  charged  and  convicted  of  seven  of  these  breaks.  Juvenile 
problems  dropped  by  8%,  and  most  of  the  problems  dealing  with  juveniles  were  motor  vehicle 
related.  Malicious  damage  also  decreased  by  almost  50%. 

In  1982  a  total  of  395  cases  were  heard  in  Plaistow  District  Court,  361  cases  were  minor  motor 
vehicle  charges,  15  were  misdemeanors  and  3  were  felony  charges.  We  had  15  D.W.I,  charges  (first 
offense)  and  3  D.W.I,  charges  (second  offense).  In  1982  we  had  a  99%  conviction  rate. 

We  postponed  purchasing  a  second  cruiser  in  1982  and  instead  increased  our  Capital  Reserve 
Account  to  $7,000.00  with  the  assurance  of  purchasing  the  second  cruiser  In  1983.  This  past  year  I 
have  divided  the  Friday  and  Saturday  patrols  into  two  vehicles,  one  the  cruiser  and  one  an  officer  in 
his  private  vehicle.  This  has  proven  very  effective.  The  second  cruiser  will  allow  us  to  give  twice  the 
coverage  in  the  town  with  the  same  manpower.  I  hope  you  will  support  the  department  in  it's  request 
for  the  additional  cruiser. 

My  personal  thanks  are  extended  to  the  residents  who  have  assisted  the  department  in  making  the 
Neighborhood  Crime  Watch  a  success.  Due  to  the  efforts  of  your  neighbors,  we  have  apprehended 
subjects  who  have  broken  the  law.  They  have  helped  "take  a  bite  out  of  crime".  Please  remember 
when  you  are  going  away  on  vacation,  or  are  just  out  of  town  for  a  few  days,  call  and  let  us  know.  We 
have  one  officer  who  is  constantly  checking  the  homes  of  people  who  are  away. 

The  Police  Department  was  saddened,  this  year,  by  the  death  of  Wilbur  R.  Moody  who  served  as 
Police  Chief  in  Atkinson  for  approximately  25  years. 
Have  a  good  year,  love  thy  neighbor  and  drive  defensively.

ATKINSON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Stickney  land  acquisition  for  the  Town  became  a  reality  in  August  when  the  24  acre,  wooded 
parcel  was  finally  deeded.  It  is  hoped  that  this  valuable  asset  will  be  made  a  portion  of  our  Town 
Forest  by  vote  of  the  townspeople  in  March. 

A  second,  small  piece  of  woodland  (.0.6  of  an  acre,  more  or  less)  was  acquired  this  year  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Highway  Department.  This  land  abuts  the  south  side  of  Route  1 1 1  and  the  north  side 
of  Hall  Farm  Road.  It  was  a  part  of  a  New  Hampshire  owned  parcel  cut  in  two  by  relocated  Route  111a 
few  years  ago.  The  remaining  3.2  acres,  on  the  north  side  of  the  road,  will  be  before  the  people  for 
vote  at  Town  Meeting.  This  3.2  acres  abuts  our  new  Stickney  parcel. 

The  Conservation  Commission  successfully  completed  the  long  process  of  partial  federal  funding 
of  14  acres  of  woodland  off  Sawyer  Avenue,  adjoining  the  Town  Forest  Sawyer  land.  The  balance  of 
the  funds  for  this  acquisition  will  be  voted  on  also  in  March. 

A  very  important  portion  of  the  Conservation  Commission  activities  from  now  on  will  be  the 
management  of  the  Town  Forest  lands.  At  the  present  state  of  the  art,  good  forest  management 
demands  careful  selective  cutting.  50  cords  of  poor  quality  hardwoods  were  cut  and  sold  at  cost  to 
townspeople  in  June.  During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  another  100  plus  cords  of  marked 
trees  were  sold  and  cut  by  contract  to  a  firewood  dealer.  This  sale  will  net  $10  per  cord  after 
expenses. 

Trees  are  a  renewable  resource  and,  with  good  management,  income  should  be  coming  in  on  a 
perpetual  basis. 

The  Atkinson  Conservation  Commission  again  sponsored  a  Timberlane  student  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Youth  Conservation  Camp  this  past  summer.

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Annual  Report  of 
THE  ROAD  AGENT 

This  being  my  first  year  as  Road  Agent,  I  feel  I  have  accomplished  a  great  deal. 

I  began  my  newly  elected  position  in  March  by  patching  pot  holes,  and  was  rapidly  initiated  into 
winter  maintenance  on  April  6,  when  we  were  hit  with  the  worst  snow  storm  of  the  year. 

The  April  storm  was  followed  by  the  wettest  June  of  recent  years.  After  the  snow  and  rain  had 
passed,  we  started  work  on  the  Meadow  Lane  drainage  problem  which  has  annoyed  residents  for 
several  years.  We  spent  a  lot  of  time  trying  to  get  easements.  When  we  finally  got  the  easement,  we 
started  work  setting  four  catch  basins  and  approximately  600  feet  of  pipe.  After  piping  road 
reconstruction  started.  The  job  was  put  out  on  bids  and,  as  a  result,  we  saved  about  $6,000.  After 
completing  Meadow  Lane,  we  replaced  a  culvert  on  Salem  Road  and  cut  the  shoulders  to  direct  water 
through  the  culvert,  thereby  correcting  another  long-standing  water  problem.  We  also  corrected  the 
Devonshire  Road  water  problem,  cut  back  the  corner  at  Sawyer  Avenue  and  Meditation  Lane,  cut 
brush  on  Sawyer  Avenue  between  Sunset  Drive  and  North  Broadway,  corrected  water  problems  on 
Scottsdale  Road,  cut  and  sloped  shoulders  on  Island  Pond  Road,  cut  shoulders  on  various  streets, 
put  up  stop  signs,  and  painted  stop  bars.  We  had  all  catch  basins  cleaned,  and  opened  many  clogged 
culverts.  It's  been  a  very  busy  summer! 

The  winter  has  been  very  good  to  us  so  far,  with  only  one  significant  storm  and  four  smaller  ones.  I 
have  been  mixing  salt  and  sand,  and  feel  it  has  been  doing  a  good  job.  For  the  months  of  December 
and  January,  I  used  two  parts  sand  to  one  part  salt.  In  February,  when  the  sun  is  higher,  I  started 
using  one  part  salt  to  four  parts  sand. 

I  have  tried  to  keep  everybody  happy.  It's  not  always  possible,  but  I'm  giving  it  my  best.  I'd  like  to 
thank  all  the  workers  and  plowers  for  their  time,  energy,  and  dedication.  Without  them,  Atkinson's 
roads  would  be  impassible!

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Annual  Report  of 
THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  March  1982  the  voters  of  Atkinson  approved  nnajor  changes  and  additions  to  the  town's  zoning 
ordinance.  These  changes  represent  a  major  step  in  the  implementation  of  our  comprehensive 
Master  Plan.  Their  enactment  culminated  years  of  research  and  preparation  of  the  Master  Plan  by  the 
Coordinating  Team,  Planning  Consultants,  past  and  present  Planning  Board  members,  Town 
officials  and  other  interested  citizens.  The  major  areas  of  change  include: 

Designation  of  the  Town  Center,  Town   Residential,   Rural   Residential  and  (2  and  3)  and 
Commercial-Industrial  districts. 

Incorporation  of  zoning  regulations  permitting  Rural  Residential  Cluster  Developments. 

Adoption  of  a  new  Growth  Management  and  Timing  of  Development  ordinance. 

Subdivision  approvals  by  the  Planning  Board  were  at  a  relatively  low  level  in  1982,  largely 
indicative  of  the  state  of  the  housing  industry  and  general  economic  conditions.  During  the  year,  the 
Board  approved  three  subdivisions,  seven  changes  for  recording  purposes,  and  four  lot  line 
changes. 

Home  business  permit  activity  has  continued  to  increase.  During  1982  the  Planning  Board 
approved  twelve  new  permit  applications  and  thirty-five  renewals.  In  Decemberthe  Board  adopted  a 
policy  requiring  home  businesses  which  serve  customers  or  clients  on  the  premises,  employ  persons 
other  than  the  occupants,  or  make  changes  to  the  dwelling  to  be  inspected  by  the  fire  inspector  and 
building  inspector. 

In  January  1983  the  Board  held  public  hearings  on  proposed  zoning  changes  which  were 
submitted  by  voter  petition.  These  amendments  will  be  presented  to  the  voters  at  the  March  Town 
Meeting.  The  petitioned  article  is  lengthy  and  fairly  complex.  I  sincerely  urge  all  of  the  voters  to  study 
it  carefully  before  the  Town  Elections  in  order  to  make  an  informed  decision. 

Existing  ordinances  which  will  be  affected  by  the  proposed  changes  are  as  follows: 

SECTIONS  OF  CURRENT  ORDINANCE  AFFECTED  BY  PROPOSED  CHANGES 
ARTICLE  III  (Definitions)  of  Zoning  Ordinance: 

Section  S2  Service  roads  and/or  private  roads  are  those  facilities  that  are  designed  for  any  slow  and 
light  traffic  and  shall  be  "dead  end  roads"  as  part  of  a  rural  cluster  development.  1982 

ARTICLE  IV 
(GENERAL  PROVISIONS)  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance; 

Section  HI  Home  occupation  is  the  accessory  use  of  a  dwelling  for  a  business  nature  conducted  by 
the  residents  thereof  which  is  clearly  secondary  to  the  dwelling  use  for  living  purposes  and 
which  does  not  change  the  character  thereof  nor  adversely  affect  adjacent  properties  or  the 
neighborhood.  1982 

Section  H2  Home  produce  and  products  means  and  includes  everything  of  an  agricultural  nature 
grown,  produced  or  conditioned  on  the  property  of  the  resident,  also  such  articles  as  are 
manufactured  or  altered  by  members  of  the  household  of  the  bona  fide  resident  of  any 
property.  1959 
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ARTICLE  VIA 
(RURAL  CLUSTER  RESIDENTIAL  DEVELOPMENT)  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance: 

Article  VIA:  Rural  Cluster  Residential  Development 

Single  family,  two  family,  or  four-unit  townhouse  development  in  a  cluster  concept  is  permitted 
in  any  district  except  the  commercial-industrial  district  within  the  Town  of  Atkinson  and 
may  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  Lot  and  Yard  Regulations  Minimum  Required,  but  subject  to 
the  following  conditions. 

1.  The  purposes  of  rural  cluster  development  and  to  which  purposes  any  such  development  must 
adhere,  are  the  following: 

A.  To  preserve  the  natural  beauty  of  existing  rural  roads  within  the  Town  of  Atkinson  and  to 
encourage  less  intensive  residential  development  within  areas  not  presently  served  by 
existing  public  water  and  sewer  services. 

B.  To  establish  living  areas  within  the  Town  that  provide  for  a  balance  of  community  needs,  such 
as  a  diversity  of  housing  opportunities,  adequate  recreation  and  open  space  areas,  easy 
accessibility  to  those  and  other  community  facilities,  and  pedestrian  and  vehicular  safety. 

C.  To  provide  for  an  efficient  use  of  land,  streets  and  utility  system. 

D.  To  stimulate  new  approaches  to  land  and  community  development. 

2.  Rural  cluster  development  shall  be  permitted  in  any  district  in  which  conventional  residential 
development  is  permitted  except  in  those  areas  where  existing  public  and/or  common  water  and 
sewer  systems  cannot  provide  adequate  services  to  additional  housing  development.  In  such  a 
case,  rural  cluster  development  shall  be  prohibited  until  such  systems  are  improved,  modified,  or 
expanded  to  properly  serve  additional  housing  development.  Manufactured  housing  may  be 
permitted  in  a  rural  cluster  development  in  any  residential  district  provided  such  housing 
meets  all  other  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

3.  The  tract  of  single  or  consolidated  ownership  at  the  time  of  application  shall  be  at  least  30 
acres  in  an  RR-3  district,  20  acres  in  an  RR-2  district,  and  10  acres  in  a  TR-2  district; 
shall  be  at  least  300  feet  distant  from  the  existing  town  road;  and  shall  be  subject  to  approval 
by  the  Planning  Board  under  the  Planning  Enabling  Legislation-Regulation  of  Subdivision  of 
Land-whether  or  not  land  is  to  be  subdivided. 

4.  The  maximum  number  of  dwellings  permitted  in  any  rural  cluster  development  shall  be  determined 
by  utilizing  the  required  density  of  land  area  per  dwelling  unit  for  that  district.  In  addition,  each 
rural  cluster  development  shall  be  entitled  to  one  additional  dwelling  unit  for  every 
residential  lot  that  might  otherwise  have  been  subdivided,  but  not  utilized  as  a  lot,  on  an 
existing  Town  road  or  proposed  collector  road.  Such  lot  areas  are  not  to  be  subdivided  along 
these  roads  but  must  be  incorporated  into  the  open  space  of  the  rural  cluster  development 
thereby  reducing  driveways  onto  traffic  carriers.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the 
maximum  buildable  area  to  be  used  in  determining  the  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units 
permitted  shall  exclude  all  wetland  soils  as  provided  for  in  the  Town  of  Atkinson  ordinances 
and  all  lands  with  slopes  greater  than  25%. 

5.  The  residential  density  within  the  area  being  developed  shall  not  exceed  eight  (8) 
dwelling  units  per  acre. 
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6.  Rural  cluster  development  shall  not  be  required  to  conform  to  the  minimum  frontage,  setback, 
and  lot  sizes  required  in  the  zoning  ordinance,  but  shall  be  so  designed  and  constructed  as  to 
achieve    the    purposes    of    rural    cluster    development    set    forth    in    these    Regulations. 

7.  The  following  uses  shall  be  permitted:  one-family,  two-family,  four-unit  townhouse  dwelling,  and 
incidental  private  recreational  uses. 

8.  The  development  may  be  served  by  common  water  and  septic  systems  the  design  and 
construction    of    which    must    be    approved    by    the       State    and    Local    authorities. 

9.  A  rural  cluster  development  shall  have  a  one  hundred  (100)  foot  landscaped  buffer  to 
provide  an  adequate  division  of  transition  from  abuting  land  uses  and  existing  town  roads. 

10.  All  parking  within  a  rural  cluster  development  shall  be  provided  at  a  ratio  of  not  less 
than  two  (2)  spaces  per  single  dwelling  unit. 

11.  Emergency  vehicle  access  shall  be  provided  to  all  structures  within  the  rural 
cluster  development. 

12.  At  least  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  total  tract  area  exclusive  of  public  rights  of  way 
shall  be  set  aside  as  common  land  covenanted  to  be  maintained  as  permanent  "open  space". 

13.  Open  space,  common  areas,  common  facilities,  private  roadways,  and  other  features  within 
the  rural  cluster  development  shall  be  protected  by  covenants  running  with  the  land  and 
shall  be  conveyed  to  the  property  owners  to  a  homeowners  association  so  as  to  guarantee 
the  following: 

A.  The  continued  use  of  such  land  for  the  intended  purposes. 

B.  Continuity  of  proper  maintenance  for  those  portions  of  the  development  requiring 
maintenance. 

C.  The  availability  of  funds  required  for  such  maintenance. 

D.  Recovery    for    loss    sustained    as    a    result    of    casualty,    condemnation    or    otherwise. 

E.  A  homeowner's  association  of  tenancy-in-common  or  similar  form  of  ownership  that  the 
membership  and  obligation  of  the  residents  of  the  rural  cluster  development  by  automatic 
upon  conveyance  of  title  or  lease  to  single  dwelling  units.  Homeowners  association, 
tenancy-in-common  or  similar  form  of  ownership  form  shall  include  lien  provisions  and  shall  be 
subject  to  review  and  approval  by  the  Planning  Board. 

14.  Such  common  land  shall  be  restricted  to  open  space  recreational  uses  as  to  tot  lot,  park, 
swimming     pool,     tennis    courts,     playground,     playfield,     golf    course,     or    conservation. 

15.  Such  common   land  shall   have  suitable  access  to  a  road  only  within  the  development. 

16.  The  rural  cluster  development  plan  shall  show  the  layout  of  all  roads  and  shall  differentiate 
between  collector  roads,  which  move  traffic  through  the  development,  and  service  roads, 
which  provide  access  to  the  development  and  the  single  dwelling  units.  All  collector  roads  shall 
be  built  to  the  town  subdivision  requirements  for  new  public  roads,  and  shall  be  offered  to  the 
Town  for  public  acceptance.  Town  Road  requirements  may  be  modified  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
service  roads  where  deemed  applicable.  Service  roads  shall  be  built  as  hard  surface  roads 
to  standards  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  Road  Agent,  and  may  remain  in  private 
ownership. 
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17.  A  site  plan  for  the  entire  tract  at  a  scale  of  1"=  100'  and  the  developed  portion  at  1"=  50'  shall  be 
prepared  by  either  a  professionalland  planner,  registered  architect,  registered  professional 
engineer,  or  registered  land  surveyor.  The  site  plan  shall  be  submitted  in  accordance  with  the 
subdivision  regulations  for  the  Town  of  Atkinson,  and  the  location  of  parks  and  open  space 
shall  be  shown  on  the  plan. 

18.  The  review  of  any  rural  cluster  development  conducted  by  the  Planning  Board  under  these 
regulations  shall  ascertain  that  adequate  provisions  have  been  made  by  the  owner  or  his 
authorized  agent  for  the  following: 

A.  Traffic  circulation  and  access  including  adequacy  of  adjacent  streets,  entrances,  and  exists 
traffic  flow,  sight  distances,  curb  cuts,  turning  lanes,  and  existing  or  recommended  traffic 
signalization. 

B.  Pedestrian  safety  and  access. 

C.  Off-street  parking  and  loading. 

D.  Emergency  vehicle  access. 

E.  Fire  protection  as  it  applies  to  the  proximity  of  buildings  to  one  another  and  to  the 
existence  of  firefighting  water  sources. 

F.  Storm  water  drainage  based  upon  a  minimum  of  a  ten  (10)  year  storm  frequency,  utilizing  on-site 
absorption  and/or  positive  outfall. 

G.  Recreational  facilities. 

H.  Water  supply  and  waste  water  disposal  approved  by  a  civil  or  sanitary  engineer  registered 
in  New  Hampshire. 

I.  Environmental  factors  such  as  protection  against  pollution,  noise,  odor,  and  the 
protection  of  natural  features. 

J.     Landscaping     in     keeping    with    the    general     character    of    the    surrounding    areas. 

K.  Signing  and  exterior  lighting. 

L.  Submission  of  proposal  along  with  abutting  property  owners'  names  and  addresses  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  Town  of  Atkinson  Subdivision  Regulations  in  order  to  provide  for  timely 
notification  to  abutters  of  public  hearing  to  review  said  parcel. 

M.  In  addition,  the  Planning  Board  shall  review  the  plan  to  assure  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  standards  set  forth  in  these  regulations  and  other  town  regulations  and 
ordinances.  The  Planning  Board  shall  also  ascertain  that  the  plan  minimizes  the  enroachment 
of  the  rural  cluster  development  upon  neighboring  land  uses. 

19.  A  performance  bond  and  other  legal  data  shall  be  submitted  as  required  by  the  Planning  Board  to 
ensure  the  completion  of  streets,  buffers,  and  amenities  in  accordance  with  the  accepted  plans 
and    subdivision     regulations    of    the    Town    of    Atkinson    as    adopted    or    hereafter. 

20.  Amendments  to  an  approved  plan.  The  owner,  his  agent  or  his  successors  or  assigns  wil  make  no 
alterations  t  or  additions  or  deletions  from  the  approved  Rural  Cluster  Development  Plan  except 
as  approved  in  advance  by  the  Planning  Board.  All  requests  for  changes  to  the  approved  plan  shall 
be  made  in  writing  to  the  Board  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  documents  as  the  Planning 
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Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  explain  the  requested  change.  The  Board  shall  determine  if  the 
requested  change  is  minor  or  major  in  nature. 

A.  Minor  changes.  A  minor  change  shall  be  one  which  respects  the  approved  plan's  basic  land 
allocations  in  terms  of  use  and  intensity,  the  type  and  variety  of  facilities  and  dwelling  units  being 
approved,  and/or  the  timing  for  providing  these  facilities,  but  shall  not  include  any  increase  in 
the  overall  density  of  the  development.  The  Board  may  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed 
change  with  proper  notification  to  all  abutters,  including  those  of  the  original  proposed 
development  as  well  as  any  additional  ones  whcih  may  have  been  created  by  development 
activity  within  the  development  itself.  The  Board  shall  then  act  to  approve  or  disapprove  with 
written  notification  to  the  owner  of  its  action.  Any  approved  changes  involving  changes  in  any  lot 
boundaries    shall    be    recorded    as    a    subdivision    change    in    the    Registry    of    Deeds. 

B.  Major  changes.  Any  requested  change  which  the  Board  determines  does  not  qualify  as  a  minor 
change  shall  be  required  to  be  submitted  as  a  separate  cluster  development  plan  in  accordance 
with  these  regulations  and  procedures. 

21.  The  Planning  Board  shall  adopt  such  procedures  as  part  of  the  subdivision  regulations  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  in  order  to  insure  sufficient  public  review  of  any  cluster  proposal 
and     compliance     with     these    and     other    town     ordinances    and     regulations.     1982. 

ARTICLE  II 
(Growth  Management  and  Timing  of  Development  Ordinance) 

Section  211 

One  (1)  permit  shall  be  required  for  each  single-family  residence.  One  permit  shall  be 
required  for  each  multi-family  building  having  no  more  than  four  (4)  bedrooms  in  total. 
Each  additional  1-or  2-  bedroom  dwelling  unit  or  any  multiple  of  two  additional  bedrooms  within  the 
same  multi-family  building  will  require  one  additional  permit.  Permits  for  commercial,  industrial, 
educational,  and  religious  use  will  be  exempt  from  all  quotas. 

Section  212 

Building  permits  shall  run  with  the  land  for  one  (1)  twelve-month  period,  after  which  time 
a  renewal  application  must  be  filed  with  the  Building  Inspector. 


Section  213 

No  single  individual,  corporation,  development  project  or  platted  subdivision  shall  receive 
more  than  six  (6)  permits  per  calendar  year,  and  more  than  three  (3)  renewal  permits  per  calendar 
year. 

BUILDING  REGULATIONS  —  SECTION  IMA, 

SECTION  VIA— 9,  and  SECTION  VIA— 14: 
III.  Duties  of  the  Applicant 

A.  Any  person,  persons,  partnership,  or  corporation  intending  to  construct  a  new  building  or  to 
make  structural  alterations,  to  exceed  $500.00  in  value,  shall  first  make  application  for  a  permit 
on  application  obtained  from  the  Building  Inspector.  1965 

1.  Said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  sketch  or  plan  of  the  proposed  building  or 
alterations. 

2.  Said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  signed  statement  of  the  intended  use  of  the 
building  upon  completion  of  construction  or  alteration. 
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9.  All  structures  shall  be  set  on  solid  foundations  of  cement,  brick,  stone  or  other  acceptable 
masonry,  such  foundation  shall  have  adequate  footings,  except  in  special  cases  where  buildings 
are  to  be  used  for  accessory  use  the  Building  Inspector  may  waive  the  requirements  of  this 
and  permit  the  use  of  wood,  metal  or  masonry  piers. 

14.  All  buildings  shall  conform  to  and  comply  with  1978  BOCA  Codes  with  automatic  acceptance 
of  revisions  as  they  are  published.

THE  DOG  OFFICER 

The  two  biggest  problems  that  faced  us  in  1982  as  in  prior  years  were,  1.  Unlicensed  dogs.  There 
were  fifty  less  dogs  licensed  in  1982  than  in  1981  although  there  should  have  been  100  more. 
Residents  seem  to  think  that  licensing  is  just  a  way  for  the  town  to  make  money,  but  the  money  is 
minimal  compared  to  the  protection  a  license  offers.  If  people  saw  the  number  of  great  dogs  that  pass 
through  our  kennel  in  a  year  but  cannot  be  returned  to  their  owners  because  they  wear  no  tags, 
perhaps  they  would  think  twice  before  letting  them  go  unlicensed.  2.  Dogs  Running  Loose,  this  has 
become  almost  a  full  time  job.  If  residents  had  more  consideration  for  their  neighbors  and  the  safety 
of  their  pets,  many  problems  in  this  area  would  be  solved.  Most  people  don't  realize  that  they  are 
responsible  for  any  and  all  damages  to  property  including  motor  vehicles  if  their  dog  is  running 
loose.  If  a  dog  is  hit  by  a  car  and  is  not  on  a  leash,  the  owner  is  liable  for  any  and  all  damages  to  the 
vehicle  that  hits  it.  Also  there  have  been  a  substantial  rise  in  the  number  of  dogs  running  deer.  Al  dog 
running  deer  can  be  destroyed  on  the  spot.  The  hard  part  of  this  job  is  to  see  an  animal  suffer  because 
his  owner  fails  to  license  it  and  keep  it  controlled. 

I  would  like  to  thank  my  assistants,  Shane,  Bill,  Gary  and  unofficially  Robin  who  have  helped  me 
provide  the  town  with  twenty-four  hour  a  day  coverage,  365  days  a  year  which  is  as  good  if  not  better 
than  surrounding  towns  provide  at  a  much  lower  budget.  Also,  the  police  dispatch.  Bob  and  Kathy 
who  are  literally  my  "guiding  lights",  and  thepolicedepartment  who  are  always  there  when  we  need 
them,  the  selectmen,  Jane  and  Leslie,  Linda  Jette  and  Alan,  all  of  whom  have  helped  me  return  103 
lost  dogs,  get  medical  attention  for  1 1  dogs  hit  by  cars,  save  2  dogs  from  drowning  on  thin  ice  and  all 
the  numerous  other  calls  this  department  has  handled  in  1982.  For  the  most  part,  the  residents  have 
been  cooperative  and  considerate.  I  hope  1983  sees  more  dogs  licensed  and  less  left  homeless.

This  is 
one  of  the  provisions  of  a  policy  on  perpetual  care  agreed  to  by  the  Trustees  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  following  are  other  highlights  of  the  new  policy: 

1.  Perpetual  care  trusts  are  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  care  of  the  individual  lots  for  which  they 

were  established. 

2.  Perpetual  care  trusts  for  new  lots  will  not  be  made  mandatory  and  as  a  consequence  perpetual 

care  funds  will  only  be  used  for  extraordinary  care. 

3.  Extraordinary  care  is  defined  as  work  on  individual  lots  not  covered  by  general  maintenance 

funds,  including  cleaning,  restoration,  and  reseating  of  headstones,  resodding  of  lots,  and 
trimming  around  headstones. 

4.  A  minimum  of  $100  is  recommended  for  perpetual  care  for  each  plot. 

5.  A  standard  trust  agreement  covering  the  terms  of  the  trust  will  be  used  in  the  future. 

6.  Arrangements  for  perpetual  care  work  wil  be  made  directly  by  the  Trustees  independent  of  the 

town  budget  process. 

Perpetual  care  work  which  has  been  badly  neglected  and  overlooked  for  years  was  attended  to  this 
fall.  Most  visible  is  the  headstone  cleaning  and  restoration  done  in  the  old  cemetery.  All  perpetual 
care  plots  received  a  general  sprucing  up. 

Since  the  same  conditions  of  long  neglect  exist  throughout  the  old  cemetery,  the  Trustees  initiated  a 
warrant  article  covering  a  one-time  restoration  of  headstones  not  covered  by  perpetual  care  trusts. 
The  proposed  work  includes  reseating,  restoration,  and  cleaning. 

Another  action  of  the  Trustees  this  year  involved  the  transferring  of  many  of  the  trust  fund  monies 
from  regular  savings  accounts  to  high  interest  certificates.

Annual  Report  of 
ATKINSON  CABLE  T.V.  COMMITTEE 

The  Cable  T.V.  Committee  has  made  considerable  progress  since  its  inception  in  April  1982. 

An  R.F.P.  (Request  For  Proposal)  was  developed  specifying  the  town's  requirements  for  cable 
television.  Next,  bids  to  provide  cable  service  to  the  town  were  solicited  in  CABLEVISION  a  cable 
trade  magazine.  Five  (5)  companies  responded  to  the  ad  and  requested  the  R.F.P.  Subsequently  two 
(2)  companies  submitted  proposals  to  provide  service  to  the  town. 

On  November  30,  1982,  a  public  meeting  was  held  so  residents  could  hear  first-hand  what  each 
company  had  to  offer.  Both  companies  gave  presentations  on  the  service  and  features  that  they  had 
proposed.  The  cable  committee  has  since  compared  the  offerings  of  both  companies,  obtained 
financial  information,  and  solicited  feedback  from  other  towns  who  are  negotiating  or  already  doing 
business  with  the  respective  company.  A  final  recommendation  will  be  submitted  to  the  selectmen 
once  the  responses  from  the  other  towns  have  been  received  and  evaluated. 

As  part  of  its  continuing  activities  the  committee  is  drafting  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
franchise  contract.  It  is  expected  that  a  cable  company  will  have  been  selected  and  final  contract 
negotiations  will  be  underway  by  the  time  the  Town's  Annual  Report  is  published.

ATKINSON  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Recreation  Commission  has  just  completed  another  successful  year  of  many  program 
offerings.  Our  summer  program  directed  by  Patty  Caton  was  a  tremendous  success.  The  registration 
doubled  from  last  year  with  daily  participation  close  to  over  a  hundred  children.  The  program  was 
held  at  Atkinson  Academy  with  field  game  activities  held  at  the  Pope  Road  site.  Because  of  the 
expanded  program  this  year  the  children  had  an  opportunity  to  do  arts  and  crafts,  play  games  and 
attend  many  afternoon  field  trips  to  the  zoo,  aquarium,  Benson's,  roller  skating,  movies,  bowling, 
Canobie  Lake  Park  and  surprise  trips.  Next  year's  program  will  host  a  variety  of  many  different 
activities. 

The  Teen  Center  which  was  co-sponsored  with  the  Plaistow  Committee  and  Trinity  House  Camp 
was  deleted  due  to  the  lack  of  interest.  The  Basketball  program  was  changed  this  year  for  the  fourth 
and  fifth  grade  co-ed  league.  Because  of  new  interests  participation  soared  from  28  players  last  year 
to  70  players  this  year. 

Our  regular  sponsored  programs  will  continue  again  this  year  as  follows;  minor  league  baseball, 
little  league  baseball,  Babe  Ruth  and  Senior  Baseball,  Basketball  for  fourth  and  fifth  graders  (Co-ed), 
and  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth.  Junior  league  football  for  sixth  to  eighth  graders,  exercise  classes, 
Atkinson  days,  Handicap  riding  and  tennis  instruction. 

This  year  we  will  establish  a  girl's  softball  league  and  participation  looks  like  it  will  be  very  high. 
Patty  Caton  has  offered  her  services  as  director  and  has  indicated  she  will  be  in  dire  need  of  coaches, 
managers  and  umpires.  (Come  on  mom  s  and  dad  s,  let's  help  the  girls!!!) 

The  completion  of  the  Pope  Road  project  has  added  many  new  interests  in  town.  Tennis  programs, 
instructions  and  round  robins  are  offered.  Every  Sunday  morning  a  scheduled  softball  game  can  be 
seen  (Atkinson  Gents).  The  opening  of  the  park  last  year  (combined  with  Atkinson  Days)  hosted 
many  different  activities  for  both  young  and  old  which  included  a  demonstration  by  our  fire 
department,  a  road  race,  horseshoes,  volley  ball,  a  softball  game  and  a  stunt  flying  act.  This  year's 
program  hopes  to  be  bigger  and  better,  ALL  CLUBS  and  ORGANIZATIONS  are  encouraged  to 
participate.

If  and  when  failure  occurs,  the  home  owner  should  make 
sure  that  a  licensed  installer  is  called  to  do  the  work.  Remember,  only  licensed  personnel  may  work 
on  septic  systems  in  New  Hampshire,  with  a  New  Hampshire  license.

TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  business!  This  slogan  has  been  the 
motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1 909  when  the  first  forest 
fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire 
personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75  years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire 
prevention  and  control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in 
the  nation.  This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town  forest 
fire  protection  program.  The  state  provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire  wardens, 
low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire 
ground.  Local  governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and 
deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres  lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when 
the  average  fire  burned  33  acres  compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our  entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be 
maintained.

A  memorial  service  was  held  for  Miss  Orr  on  December  9, 1982  at 
7:00  P.M.  at  the  Atkinson  Congregational  Church  and  a  reception  following  the  service  was  held  by 
the  library  staff  at  the  library.  In  addition,  the  Mary  Caroline  Orr  Memorial  Fund  has  been  established 
to  benefit  the  library. 

Louise  Lewis  will  fill  Miss  Orr's  unexpired  term  and  Deborah  Byers  was  appointed  as  treasurer. 
Betty  Rollins  is  in  charge  of  the  Function  Room  calendar;  the  Function  Room  may  be  reserved  by 
calling  4943. 

The  library  also  has  a  new  head  librarian  this  year.  Betsy  Van  Curan,  who  received  her  Masters 
Degree  in  Library  Science  from  the  University  of  Rhode  Island,  took  over  this  position  in  March.  She 
and  her  staff,  Muriel  Hirsch,  Linda  Jette,  Dorothy  Gordon  and  Priscilla  Mills,  substitute  librarian, 
work  hard  to  keep  the  library  functioning  smoothly.  We  are  most  grateful  to  the  volunteers  who 
contributed  almost  600  hours  of  help  this  year!  Volunteers  are  always  needed;  speak  to  Mrs.  Van 
Curan  if  you  are  able  to  donate  some  time  to  the  library.  Mrs.  Jette  is  continuing  her  successful 
puppetry  programs  and  Mrs.  Van  Curan  holds  an  afterschool  story  hour  on  Thursdays.  The  Mother 
Goose  Story  Hour  is  as  popular  as  ever! 

An  extremely  well-attended  and  well-liked  course  on  the  poetry  of  Robert  Frost  was  directed  by 
Evelyn  Shore  during  the  summer  months. 

Also  during  the  summer,  the  library  was  given  the  use  of  an  Apple  II  Computer  by  the  N.E.B.A.

August  also  saw  the  wrap-up  of  the  childrens'  "Robot"  reading  program. 

Library  programs  for  the  coming  year  include  a  talk  on  rare  coins,  a  "Color  Me  Beautiful"  program, 
a  lecture  on  The  Freedom  Trail  and  two  programs  sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Endowment 
Fund  for  the  Humanities.
